G eneral de Rivera, who bore the 
title of M arquis de Estella, came to 
Paris shortly after he 
resigned his 
office last January 23, 
ending 
six 
years of alm ost suprem e power in 
Spain. 
He had been in poor health 
for some time, but was believed to 
be recovering. 
The form er dictator died alone in 
his hotel room. 
His two daughters 
found th e body when they returned 
from church. They summ oned their 
brother, who

physician, who said De Rivera had 
been dead half an hour.
